The Swedish primate ' was for-

nominated 
for the prize 


nearly a year ago by a group of 
Swedish parliamentarians, and his 
name has since been endorsed by 
similar groups in Norway, 
Eng- 


land, France, Germany, Switzei'- 
land and Hungary. 


Dr. Soederblom is identified with 
work 
for 
international 
peace 


. through a, union of churches. Five 
years ago he was the principal 
organizer of the Christian Unity 
conference held at Stockholm. He 
visited the United States in 1924. 
No peace prize na's been award- 


ed since 1928, but the prize for 
thai year cannot be awarded now 
because the statutes of the Nobel 
.Foundation provide that a prize 
reserved for more than one year 


""reverts to the general fund of the 
foundation.

Wheeler McCulley, 30, convicted 


burglar from Tarrant county, and 
Tony Corona, 20, "Phantom band- 
it" from Houston, were killed. Tom 
Shook, former police chief at Elec- 
tra serving a 35-year sentence for 
mirdcr an drobbery with firearms; 
Argyle Guyton, alias Jim Talley, 
30, convicted robber from Wllbar- 
gcr county, and F. O. Ross, pris- 
on guard, were wounded. 


Shook, whose arm was amputat- 


ed after the shooting; Tally, who 
suffered a pistol bullet wound in 
the wrist, and Ross, who got buck- 
shot wounds in both legs, all were 
improving today, officials at the 
penitentiary said, and 
probably 


would recover. 


The truck was returning from 
the wood camp at. 4:45 p. m.,

guards, Ross and Leonard Osborne, 
when 
McCully and Corona sud- 


denly attacked the guards, knock- 
ing both men from the truck.

HEATED DEBATE OCCURRED 


IN DELIBERATIONS GENEVA 


DISARMAMENT COMMISSION 


GENEVA, Nov. 27.—W)—Titans 


of the preparatory 
disarmament 


conference 
exchanged 
rhetorical 
blows today In a heated debate 
over relative obligations of the 
victors and the vanquished in the 
world war, with Count Von Bern- 
storff of Germany and Lord Cecil 
of England in the thick of the 
fighting. 


The conflict centered about thp 
new French thesis that the vic- 
tors have the option of reducing 
armaments or leaving the situation 
as it is. 
Von Bernstorff, primed for this 


struggle, said he would feel justi- 
fied in voting against the whole 
tentative convention draft' if it 
contained such a proposal, and 
the aged Britisher sprang in un- 
expectedly with a charge 
that 
Germany's delegate was obstruct- 
ing the whole conference. 


Massigli of France, who 
had 


been expected to take a leading 
part 
in 
the 
discussion, 
merely 
stated his cou^Xs position and 
at back while von Bernstorff and 
Lord Secil fought it out. 
The Franco-British proposal, as 
it was offered formally read: 


"The present convention shall 


not in any way diminish, the obli- 
gations of previous treaties un- 
der 
which certain 
of the 
high 


contracting parties agreed to limit 
their military, naval or air arm- 
aments an dthus fixed in relation 
to one Another their respective 
rights and obligations In this con- 
vention." 
The German heard it read, an- 
nounced his opposition and 
de- 


clared the convention as it con- 
cerns land armaments and abject 
failure. 
Lord Cecil asserted the 
German charge was "absolutely 
devoid of foundation." 


Of the other delegates, none of 


whom spoke at length, some sup- 
ported 
the 
Anglo-French 
thesis 


and others characterized the whole 
issue as a mirely political matter 
which should be left to the lea- 
gue's disarmament conference it- 
self. 
The 
American, 
British 
and 
French delegations, however, head- 
ed, the 
majority 
opposing 
this 


move, and at length the question 
was referred to a sub-committee. 


The Bernstorff-Cecll debate be- 
gan when the German asserted 
that the commission had utterly 
failed to accomplish reduction of 
land armaments. 
"It seems astounding," Lord Ce- 


cil shot back, "that a responsible 
person not carried away by pas- 
sion and prejudice should make 
such a statement. We have agreed 
to limitation of the numbers of 
effectives, to separate limitation 
of officers and professional sold- 
iers of every arm. 
We have 


achieved budgetary limitation of 
total expenditures for armaments. 


In the face of these facts to say 
that we have done nothing is to 
make a statement devoid of foun- 
dation. 


Count Berstorff

back 


quickly. "Is it devoid of founda- 
tion," he asked, "to say that naval, 
and air materials are to bexlimlted 
and land materials are not?\ I have 
agreed with Lord Cecil on most 
points in this commission for four 
years. 
If I have changed it i? 
because the question of land ar- 
maments has been sacrificed to 
sea armaments. 
What la needed 
is a''parity security.'"

curtailment program for the next 
sixty days, on the basis of an al- 
lowable production of 680,238 bar- 
:els. 


Common purchasers were auth- 
orized in the order to make such 
agreements among themselves as 
would allow them to exchange oil, 
exchange connections or otherwise 
make plans to ratably take oil 
from all producers. 


The common carriers had feared 
to make such agreements fearing 
the anti-combination laws would 
he invoked against them. 
Failure 
to cooperate had resulted in dis- 
criminations which caused North 
Texas producers unable to get a 
pipe line outlet to throw their 
crude on the market. 
The order 
becomes effective November 27. 


Allotments for the various dis- 
tricts were: 


Panhandle, 64,618 barrels; North 
Central Texas, 52,395; North Young 
county (sub-district) 4,850; West 
Central, 24,142; West Texas, 251,- 
377; East Texas, 38,355; Southwest 
Texas, 84,503; Gulf Coast, 160,000. 
Special Provision for Van 
A special provision was made 


for the Van field, new flush pro- 
duction east of Dallas. The order 
gave notice of a hearing, date to 
bo set later, on this field, and 
made the order dealing with Bast 
Texas elastic so that production 
from the field, now set at 27,500 
barrels, might be raised to 35,000 
from December 15 to January 1; 
to 40,000 barrels from January 1 
to January 15, to 45,000 barrels 
from January 15 to February 15, 
and 50,000 barrels after that date. 
This was to allow for a. proposed 
extension of the Pure Oil com- 
pany's facilities. 


The order also provided that in 
the event the efforts of producers 
to obtain more markets for the 
Panhandle, 
North 
Central and 


West Central districts were suc- 
cessful, the allotments for those 
fields' might be Increased to meet 
the additional demand. 


Interchange Permitted 


Authority given common ear- 
ners to make agreements regard- 
me interchanging of oil was in a 
section of the order serving no- 
tice that the common purchaser 
act, designed to prevent discrimi- 
nation in oil takings by pipe line 
companies, would bo enforced. ' 


"In certain fields and districts 


of 
this state," 
the 
order 
said, 


"there are disproportionate with- 
drawals of oil taking place in loc- 
alized areas, due to the fact that 
some propertips are being produc- 
ed under varying degrees of cur- 
tailment; that such disproportion- 
ate withdrawals or restrictions are 
resulting in the dissipation of gas 
energy, the actual physical waste 
of gas and the rapid and undue 
encroachment of water, all with 
resulting reduction in the ultimate 
quantity of oil to 
be 
produced 


from the fields and the districts 
involved and in the actual physi- 
cal loss and waste, for all use- 
ful purposes o£ that which can- 
not be recovered. 


"Unless the restrictions bo uni- 


formly applied in a given pool 
or field, waste of gas and oil 
will necessarily result 
and 
will 
also result 
from 
the 
fact that 


certain 
producers who have no 


market for their products, will be 
compelled to store same and thus 
Increase unnecessary fire hazards 
and increase losses through evap- 
oration. 


"It Is essential to the prevention 


of 
waste 
that 
restriction upon 


production shall be uniformly ap- 
plied within the various fields or 
districts and that necessary ar- 
rangements should 
be made bv 


purchasers and transporters of oil, 
working in co-operation with the 
railroad commission with a view 
of assuring such fair and ratable 
takng." 


Present allowable production In 
Texas Is 750,000 barrels a day, but 
testimony at the hearings which 
preceded issuance of the order was 
to the effect that actual product- 
Ion was approximately 780,000 bar- 
rels.

of whom made the mistake of 
crossing him when he would back 
them out of automobiles or down 
off their horses to strip them of 
valuables.

PLANE WRECKAGE FOUND IN

an airplane in the headwaters of 
the Liard river, was believed today 
to hold the secret of the fate jf 
Captain E. J. A. Burke, Canadian 
flier, and 
two companions who 


were lost In that area October 11. 
Weeks of search 
by airplane 
were 
climaxed 
yesterday when 


Pilot E. L. Wasson returned to 
White Horse and reported sight- 
ing the wreckage. A shortage of 
gasoline compelled him to return 
without landing. He arranged to- 
day to fly to a landing point 15 
miles from the scene of the wreck 
and 
"mush" to the headwaters 


with 
IB Walsh, a woodsman. 
Wasson said the terrain at the 


headwaters of the Liard river was 
too rough to permit a landing. He 
believes a visit to the wreckage 
would reveal a message or other 
clues to the fate of Burke and 
his companions, Emil Kading and 
Robert Marten, prospectors. 


The Burke party was lost while 


flying from the Ltard river min- 


ing district to Atlin, B. C, after 
a prospecting trip. 
They 
-were 


last sighted about 50 miles south 
of Liard post. . Wasson said it 
appeared the plane was forced 
down. 
It was frozen In a very 
narrow part of the river, he said.
